Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of the 
Chicago Law and Order league, carried out 
an unexpected flank movement in the fight 
on “special bar permite” yesterday. He 
sent a letter to Henry L. Herts, United 
States collector of internal revenue, request- 
ing that he collect from every society 
holding a bar permit the federal tax of $25 4 
year. 

AS many of the so-called “ societies " are 
nothing more or less than a few men who 
give the dances and run the danceroom bar 
for the profit there is in them, President 
Farwell thinks the additional tax of $25 
would put many of the special bare out 
of commission. Thie tax would be in ad- 
dition to the §6 fee collected by the city each 
time the bar is open.

Thaw Insane, Says Expert. 


One of Thaw's experts, Dr. Charles G. 
Wagner of Binghamton, swore that Thaw 
was of unsound mind and didn’t Know he 
was doing wrong on the night he killed 
White on the Madison Square Roof garden. 

A feature of Dr. Wagner's examination 
was a hypothetical question put by Lawyer 
Delmas. It was one of the longest questions 
of its kind ever propounded in a criminal 
trial, and really embraced a summing up of 
Thaw's case to date. Except for a reference 
or two to the evidence, it was delivered with- 
out the aid of a note or apparently any 
preparation. 

Practically everything that Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw has testified to was summed up in the 
question, and there was a reference to a 
‘serious if not capital operation that was 
performed on her. There is nothing about 


theory that the special bar permits are real- 
ly daily dramshop or saloon licenses,”” and 
cites an opinion rendered by the city’s cor- 
poration counsel as his authority. 

“Under the requirements of the United 
States internal revenue laws for a special 
tax for the retailer of intoxicating liquors 
we understand that every organisation or 
person selling at retail must pay a tax of 
$20 a year for malt liquors, or $25 a year for 
all intoxicating liquors, the letter reads. 

Therefore, we respectfully ask that the 
law be enforced against all who take out 
these special permits and that those who 
have not paid the special tax required by 
law be required to do 80.“ 


Gives List of “Delinquents.” 


President Farwell inclosed in the letter 
copies of the city ordinance for the Issuing of 
special bar permits, and the names and ad- 
dresses of every holder of a special bar per- 
mit, and the society or organization "’ they 
represent, 261 in number. 

The letter states that the league has made 
a careful examination of the internal revenue 


book in Mr. Hertz’s office, and finds that none 


of the holders of the special bar permits are 
paying the required federal tax. 
President Farwell says he anticipates a 
fight by the United Societies and the liquor 
interests against the enforcement of this 
phase of the law, but that he has the legal 
opinions and backing that will sustain his 


position.

Fire Destroys Annex and Threat- 
ens Huge Main Building. 


BLOW TO HARDWARE SHOW. 


Goods for Exhibition Make Part of 
Total Loss of $75,000. 


The hard luck that attached itself to the 
word “Coliseum” years ago again seemed 
to manifest itself last night when the present 
large building known by that name, in Wa- 
bash avenue, near Sixteenth street, was 
threatened with destruction by a spectacular 
fire that did consume the Coliseum annex, 4 
structure directly to the south of the main 
building. 

The smaller building has been used as an 
additional hall for the larger exhibitions, 
such as the automobile show just closed, as 
a stable for the horse show and the gigantic 
circuses that exhibit there each year, and as 
a dance hall for smaller events of all sorts 
and descriptions. 

Fire caught somewhere in the basement of 
the annex where the stables are located, then 
spread into an adjoining storage shed filled 
largely with lumber, and within an hour had 
swept back into the annex, which was soon 
overwhelmed by the flames. 


Hardware Show Goods Ruined. 


The exhibits ot the automobile show of last j 
week had been cleared away and carpenters 


were busy installing booths for the hardware 
show set for opening Wednesday evening. 
Their wares had been brought into the annex 
and into the main building, too, and a large 
part of them were ruined by fire and by the 
water which was poured in during four hours 
of heavy fighting by a score of engine com- 
panies. 

The hardware show's opening probably will 
not be delayed by reason of the fire. 

All that saved the main building from the 
fate that overtook the old Coliseum in Sixty- 
third street was a two foot fire wall dividing 
it from the annex, 

Losses Near $75,000, 

Estimates of the losses from all sources 
placed the total at about 575,000, the separate 
items being as follows:

Firemen Are Injured. 

Four firemen were injured during the four 
hours’ fight with tae flames.

HOPT, FRED, hook and ledder company 14; over- 
come by smoke; taken home.

SCANLON, FRANK, 7039 Elizabeth street; struck 
by engine 21 at Taylor and State streets; left arm 
fractured; taken to county hospital. 

One fireman brought especial honor to him- 
self. John Carey of truck 14 stumbled across 
the body of a comrade, Charles Hamblin, 
who had been overcome by smoke, and car- 
ried him to safety. 


Annex Built Six Years Ago. 

The annex was only six years old and was 
built at, the instigation of the horse show 
association and of Ringling brothers’ circus. 
It was three stories high, and of mill con- 
struction, The source of the fire was traced 
to the basement where a large quantity of 
hay and excelsior was stored, and it is 
thought that one of the workmen employed 


in the building carelessly threw a match into 


those inflammable materials. 

Two hundred carpenters and decorators 
were busy in both buildings, but In the annex 
there were only six persons—F. W. Brenkle, 
lessee of the dance hall privileges, who was 
superintending the preparations for a dance 
of the colored Knights of Pythias, his wife, 
and fouf cleaners. Suddenly clouds of smoke, 
followed by bursts of flame, appeared in the 
elevator shaft at the rear of the building, 
and they fled to the street. 


Score of Fire Engines at Work. 

C. R. Hall, superintendent of the building, 
was standing at the doorway of the annex 
and ran to turn in an alarm, but had been 
outdistanced by a passerby who saw the 
blase through the windows of the basement. 
Two engine companies, 104, from Fourteenth 
street and Michigan avenue, and 8 from 
Archer avenue, were on the scene in a few 
moments, but immediately a 11 was sent 
out and companies to the number of eighteen 
added their efforts to save the main building. 

The-entire interior of the annex was now 
a mass of flames that leaped above the roof, 
and three times floors and partitions within 
fell with a noise like that of explosions. 
The outer walls were without any support 
save their own joinings, and Chief Horgan, 
personally directing the firemen, ordered all 
save those with leads of hose back out of 
danger. A southerly wind sweeping over the 
low houses and into an open area made a 
draft that left but one aim, that of holding 
the fire within the bounds of the annex. 


Water Runs Into Main Building. 

Such am amount of water was directed 
upon the building that it ran into the C- 
seum proper, poured down into the base- 
ment, and threatened to enter the boiler 
room in such quantities that an explosion 
might be expected.

1 ‘also return herewith, without my ap- 
proval, an ordinance passed at the last reg- 
ular meeting of your honorable body, and 
published at pages 2090 to 3054, inclusive, of 
the current printed council proceedings, en- 
titled, “An ordinance ‘authorizing the Chi- 
cago Railways company to construct, main- 
tain, and operate a system of street railways 
in streets and publie ways of the city of 
Chicago.” 

My reasons for wittholding my approval of 
the above mentioned n are as here- 
reer stated.

In my letter agaressed to Ald. Werno, 

chairmgn of the committee on local trans- 

— „ portation, dated April 27, 

1906, I stated that in dealing 

with the traction question 

The controlling considera-

shall be done which will impair the right of 

the city to acquire the street railway sys- 

tems as goon as it has established its finan- 

clal ability to do 80.“ This being the con- 

trolling consideration in framing these or- 

dinances the right of the city to acquire the 

street railway properties Should be fully pro- 

tected in the same. This, in my judgment, 
has not been done. 

While purporting upon their face to give 
the city the right to acquire the traction sys- 
tems of the companies at any time upon six 
months’ notice, the ordinances fail to pro- 
vide practical methods for the acquisition 
of the systems. The properties can only be 
purchesed by the payment of money. The 
city can only secure money by the issuance 
of Mueller certificates. At the present ti 
the authority of the city to issue certificates 
is limited to $75,000,000. 

After the payment of the usual brokerage 
fees these certificates will not net to exceed 
$72;000,000 in cash. The price of the present 
propertiee—tangible and intangible—as fixed 
in the ordinances, aggregates $50,000,000. 
The cost of rehabilitation, it is admitted, will 
be from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 and may run 
up. toan unlimited emount, making the total 
coset to the city at least $90,000,000 to 8100. 
000,000. 

One of the 00 wit: that run- 
ning to the Chicago City railway company 
requires the payment of all cash. The other 
require’. the payment of all cash except the 
cost of rehabilitation. which, under the terms 
of that ordinance, may become a lien, sub- 
ject to which the city may acquire.

It has been roughly estimated and stated 
before the committee on local transportation 
that the cost of ‘rehabilitation of both com- 
panies: will be divided in the ratio of two- 
fifths in the case of the Chicago.City railway 
company and three-fifths in the case of the 
Chicago railways company. If both the com- 
panies accept the ordinances and complete 
rehabilitation it might be possible for the 
city to acquire both plants at any time under 
the terme of the ordinances with $75,000,000 
worth of Mueller certificates. But it was 
admitted during the negotiations chat a 
consolidation of both companies is highly 
probable in the immediate future. 

Indeed, Mr. Wilson, representing the Chi- 
cago City railwey company, in an address be- 
fore the committee on local transportation, 
flatly stated as an objection to his company 
agreeing to sell its plant to the city, subject 
to the lien of the cost of rehabilitation, that 
he expected that that company would be

I confidently predict, from what has come 
to my knowledge during these negotiations, 
that a consolidation will take place within 
the early future, and that when that consoll- 


dation does take place it will be under the or- 
@inance of the Chicago City railway com- 


pany, which provides that the city may not 
acquire the plant unless upon the payment 
of cash to the amount of the total cost of all 
the properties and the rehabilitation of the 
same. The city being in the position of hav- 
ing only $72,000,000 worth of cash on hand, 
as at present authorized by the Mueller cer- 
tificate ordinance, it will never be in a posi- 
tion to acquire these plants until the city 
council shall see fit to pass supplemental or- 
dinances authorizing Mueller certificates to 
the aggregate of at least $100,000,000. 

It may be sald that the city council can 
pass such ordinances in the future, but from 
all our experience within the last two years 
we must know. what almost insuperable ob- 
stacles will be offered to the passage of such 
supplemental ordinances. Although the citi- 
zens of Chicago declared for immediate mu- 
nicipal ownership of the traction systems of 
this city in the election of April, 1905, by a 
vote of 141,518 to 55,6600, and although I was 
elected mayor by a majority of nearly 25,000 
om that sole issue, we all know how difficult it 
was, notwithstanding that tremendous popu- 
lar vote, to obtain any ordinance authorizing 
the issuance of Mueller certificates, and that, 
when the ordinance was finally passed, it 
was the result of a sudden and most remark- 
able change in aldermanic sentiment as ex- 
pressed in previous votes. 

Unless a prowsion is now incorporated in

“His honor has objected that the price 
agreed to be paid for the properties and the 
amount shown by the engineers’ estimate to 
be necessary for rehabilitation will exceed 
the amount of the authorized issue of Mueller 
certificates, and that therefore if the amount 
required to properly rehabilitate the proper- 
ties is expended, it will require another issue 
of certificates in order to consummate the 
purchase of the roads. 

“ This was known to His honor all the time 
during the pendency of the negotiations. 
The price to be paid for the properties is not 
the price asked by the eompanies, but is the 
price placed by the city’s own experts, one 
ot whom is the mayor's personal appointee, 
A. B. Du Pont of Detroit. The other two, 

as is well known, were Bion J. Arnold, who 
— represented the city for many years in 
street railway matters, and whose knowledge, 
experience, and honesty cannot be assailed; 
and N. E. Cooley, whose work for the state 
of Michigan in estimating the values of rail- 
way property has given him a world wide 
reputation on that subject. 

The companies after long negotiations 
ahd overstrenuous objections accepted the 
city’s figures, and it will be recalled that 
Mayor Dunne at that time expressed great 
satisfaction at the price which the city had 
been able to force the companies to take 
for their properties 


Cost of Rehabilitation. 


“The amount properly required for re- 
hebilitation was well known at that time. 
As a matter of fact, it has been known for five 
years The original Arnold report set out in 
detail What the requirements and probable 
costs would be, and those requirements have 
not since that time decreased, but rather in- 


creased. 

The proposition, as I understand it, is 
that the amount that shall be expended for 
rehebilitation shall be the difference be- 
tween the amount agreed to be paid the com- 
panies for their properties and the total 
amount derived from the sale of Mueller cer- 


tiſloates. 

We will assume that the Mueller certifi- 
cates are held valid by the Supreme court 
and that they are marked at par. After re- 
serving $50,000,000 for the purchase of the 
roads we will have $25,000,000 at par which 
it is proposed we shall expend for rehabilita- 
tion. The inadequacy of this sum and the 
proposal to postpone the complete rehabilite- 
tion until the further issue of certificates can 
be obtained is one that cannot fail to find and 
should heve the street car riding public as 
objectors.

the board of supervising engineers, and that 
the city and the companies shall divide the 
net profits upon the basis of 55 per cent for 
the city and 45 per cent for the companies. 

“ Again, there is provided in the ordinances 
that two funds, one of 6 per cent and one of 
8 per cent, shall be retained, the first for 
the purpose of maintenance, and the second 
for the purpose of extension and replace- 
ment. Whatever remains of these two funds 
at the termination of the grant goes either to 
the city or its licensee and never to the 
companies. 

“The ordinances specifically provide that 
the city shall not be limited to the amount 
which may be in those funds for either of 
the denominated purposes, but, on the con- 
trary, May require as much more as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of the lines 
at par and their extension and reéquipment, 
wherever deemed necessary by the board of 
supervising engineers. 

“There is also no limit of what the city 
may require in the subway and under trolley 
extensions. The companies point out that 
if they guarantee the city a fixed sum as its 
share of the net profits the city might eas- 
ily, under the terms of the ordinances, re- 
quire the expenditure of such sums of money 
in betterment and improvement and exten- 
sion of the lines and of subways and under- 
ground trolley extensions as to entirely wipe 
out the companies’ part of the receipts. 

In view of the many benefits flowing to 
the city from the ordinances, it is not deemed 
wise to sacrifice them all because of the fail- 
ure to secure this one point. 


Bonus from Licensee Company. 


“An objection that has been vigorously 
urged is the provision that if the city re- 
quires the sale of property to another licen- 
see there shall be 20 per cent bonus paid 
to the company or companies by such other 
licensee. So far as I can discover, that 
provision has been in the ordinances ever 
since the first draft was presented to the 
committee. Nor do I at this time see any 
reason why it should be removed. 

The right of the city to require the sale 
by the companies to a pro bono publico 
corporation at the same price the city could 
have bought, and through which the city 
wil? get all the. profits except 5 per cent 
interest and 5 per cent brokerage, is in 
these ordinances preserved. 

„ Speculation in Chicago's streets should 
The city should have no choice ag 
to which profit making corporation occu- 
pies its streets. What is wanted now ig 
peace and good street railway service, 

It must be borne in mind that the de- 
mand for 20 per cent bonus is one to protect 
the companies from other companies which 
seek to oust them from the streets. They 
contend, and not without some force, that 
if the city become a party to such intent, at 
least they should be compensated for their 
removal, and that they should not be made 
the prey of a firm of promoters who trade 
on other people’s assets. 

“I am told, your honor, that the 20 per 
cent bonus is not unknown in cities where 
a high degree of civic virtue prevails. 


City’s Rights Protected. 


The suggestion that such a licensee com- 
pany should give 4 cent fares was met by 
the companies by the statement that this 
would be no protection to the companies, but 
would inure to the benefit of the city. Such a 

licensee company could not be required to 
spend any money on subways or underground 
trolleys, or to make extensions, or to pay the 
city compensation, or a part of its net profits. 
It might get a term grant for twenty years. 
None of these things is taken care of in the 
proposed amendment. 

Another objection is the construction 
profit of 10 per cent, which it is complained 


of no better way to guard against the evil | roads, reported that the work could not be 


feared than by resting the matter finally and 
definitely in the hands of the board of super- 
vising engineers. 

“ Now, I submit, your honor, that you and 
I don’t know all about the building of street 
railroads. At some time and some place 
along the line we have got to leave these 
things to gentlemen whose faculties are not 
principally devoted to professional disturb- 
ance.’ 


Dever Talks on Labor. 


Ald. Dever then rose and announced that 
he wished to speak on the labor question in- 
volved in the settlement. Instantly Ald. 
Wendling of the stockyards ward leaped to 
hia. feet and demanded: 

d like to ask where was you in the 
stockyards strike when I bought up the ar- 
bitration question? 

I have. only to reply.“ sald Ald. Dever, 
„that if I represented a stockyards district 
and was on the city pay roll I would vote with 
the stockyards people. I would never con- 
sent that the women and children of that 
district, who have been so brutally treated 
by the traction companies, should again be 
placed in the hands of those companies for 
twenty years.“ 

Then turning tothe arbitration question, he 
paid: 

“We have the opinion of experts that if 
you give these men the wages they ask you'll 
reduce the city’s profit. I don’t care if it does 
reduce these profits. The principle upon 
which the public ought to act is that they 
should see that the men get a fair rate of 
wages for a fair day’s work. A great quasi- 
public corporation has trouble with its em- 
ployés. The laws should be so drafted that 
the public should not suffer and that the 
corporations should be compelled to submit 
to a fair board. I don't think the ordinances 
are all bad. If it was not for three or four 
defects I would be tn favor of them. None 
of the amendments would tend to reduce the 
earnings of the company. All my amend- 
ments opened the way for the city to get 
control of the property. 


Thinks Defects Are Fatal. 


“So far as the power of the city is con- 
cerned to taking over the company’s plants 
the ordinances are fatally defective. 

In the first place, the ordinances are so 
drafted that whem the city takes over the 
plant they should operate. 

The greatest thing is to drive out of our 
municipal) policies those companies which 
have dons so much to make the city s service 
worthless. These companies have got to stay 
in pokties under the ordinances. I believe 
municipal ownership is not only desirable 
but necessary. These companies will stay in 
politics and beat us at the polls if they can. 

“The minute they begin to bribe juries and 
legislatures and to take a hand in the politics 
of the city it ought to be possible for the peo- 
ple to tell these companies to get out of the 
streets.“ 

Tremendous applause from the I. M. o. 
contingent in the gallery greeted this sally. 


Urges Purity in Politics. 


“There is something more involved here,” 
continued Ald. Dever, “ besides the right of 
a citizen to get on a car and ride downtown 
for 5 cents There are greater things in- 
volved, and the greatest is to drive out of 
municipal politics. those organizations that 
have done so much to make public service in 
this city worthless and disgraceful. 

It has come to such a pass that a man 
who advocates municipal ownership is a 

‘radical’ and is charged ‘with attacking 
property rights notwithstanding the fact that 
the inte making these charges are those 
that have been bribing aldermen and legis- 
latures and generally corrupting the body 
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done here at the Cleveland price. 

When Ald. Dever finished Ald. Wendling 
took another swing at him. 

„ Ald. Dever is a great friend of labor now,” 
he said. But on Feb. 23, 1905, when the 
stockyards strike arbitration came up I asked 
Ald. Dever to stick to me and help the labor- 
ing people, and he said, ‘ No, I can’t do it.“ 

„ At that time,” explained Ald. Dever, “lI 
was ill in Denver, and was absent from the 
council for eight months.“ 

“Then you ducked the question,“ said Ald. 
Wendling, amid the general laughter. 


Larson Explains His Change. 

The clerk then began calling the rollon the 
motion to pass the ordinances over the veto. 
Ald. Zimmer and Derpa took occasion to ex- 
plain their votes against the motion, and 
Ald. Larson when his name was called arose 
and said: 

“ I voted against these ordinances last Mon- 
day night because of the great number of 
amendments put in at the last moment. It 
generally is the case in legislative work 
that in such amendments are found nu- 
merous loopholes in the law. I thought it 
better to defer action a week, but you, in 
your. wisdom, overruled me. I have no 
criticism of your action to make. You were 
on the popular side—at least the popular side 
controlling the press. I don't begrudge you 
the honor and ali the talking you will have 
to do in future years in explaining your 
haste. 

Now it appears that once more the trac- 
tion question is to be a campaign issue. The 
mayor stands on his original platform of the 
condemnation plan, on which I have never 
stood I think it would be a calamity to the 
city. to be dragged into a long drawn out law- 
guilt fixing the values of the properties under 
condemnation proceedings only to get a lot 
of junk that we wouldn’t know what to do 
with. For that reason I change my vote to- 
night and vote aye.’’ 

The radicals in the gallery who had failed 
to catch the drift of the alderman's remarks 
were taken back at the announcement of 
his vote, and when they found that the joke 
| was on them they burst into loud laughter 
and began streaming from the chamber.

WILL ATTEMPT TO. RECOVER 
INGA HANSON DEFENSE FUND. 


Attorney for Paroled Woman Says As- 
sumpsit Suit Will Be Started Against 
Man Holding the Money. 


“I didn’t want a pardon, because God knows 
I was not guilty, and there was nothing to be 
pardoned for,” was the declaration made 
yesterday by Inga Hanson, paroled from the 
Joliet penitentiary after serving twenty- 
seven months of a fourteen year sentence for 
alleged perjury in connection with a personal 
injury damage action against the Chicago 
City railway company. 

Her attorney, William C. Parker, gives a 
more material reason. Under the law a par- 
don would have ended the case so far as 
bringing any future action is concerned, 
while with the parole she has five years in 
which to appeal to the Supreme court. This 
appeal. according to theAttorney, is to be 
taken, if the $1,267 raised by John Anderson 
in behalf of the woman through popular sub- 
scription can besecured. A previous attempt 
to get the money was resisted successfully by 
Mr. Anderson, who contended it was a con- 
ditional trust fund. A suit in assumpsit will 
be begun against him. 

Miss Hanson is bedfast in a room Bethe 
Grace hotel, and is unable to move. When 
one of her visitors proposed sending a Chris- 
tian Science healer she said: 

“I'll submit to an examination from any- 
body who thinks I can be cured. I’ll even go 
under the knife. But the physicians are all 
prejudiced against me and say I am faking. 
It I am I must be prett# good at it, having re- 
mained in this condition for nine years. 1 
haven't a cent, and none of the hospitals will 
take me without money. My brother, Peter 
Soneson of 231 Chestnut street, is paying my 
bill here, but he can't do much. His wages 
are small and he has a family ofhisown. 

When I was in the Salvation army I used 
to send money to my parents at Arandal, 
Norway. They are in poor circumstances,

West Side Politician Who Attacked De- 


neen’s Primary Law and Was Ac- 
cused of Vacillation““ Quits. 


W. J. Jackman, 1552 West Adams street, 
trustee of the Hiinois Industrial Home for 
the Blind, at 851 Marshall boulevard, sent his 
resignation to Gov. Deneen yesterday. Gov. 
Deneen accepted it at once. 

Mr. Jackman’s resignation had been expect- 
ed for some time, owing to the attacks he has 
made recently in his west side publication on 
B. A. Eckhart, president of the west park 
board. Mr. Eckhart was accused of domi- 
neering the board. Mr. Jackman’s paper 
also attacked Gov. Deneen’s primary law last 
summer. 

During the last congressional campaign 
Jackman came into prominence in the Lori- 
mer fight at the primaries. Charles L. Fleld- 
stack, who ran against Lorimer for awhile 
and then went over to the congressman's

TOBOGGAN SLED OVERTURNS; 
SEVEN ARE INJURED BY FALL. 


Steersman Said to Have Become Ex- 
cited at Foot of Lincoln Park Slide 


and Crash Follows. 


Hurled from a toboggan sled at the foot 
of the slide in Lincoln park, one man sus- 
tained a fracture of the leg and six others 
were badly bruised. 

The injured are: 

2 Sedgwick 
court; had charge of the steering apparatus; 
right leg broken; taken to Augustana hospital. 

Simons. Louis, 20 years old, 265 Division street; 
leg injured, bruised about the body. 

Floback, Walter, 19 years old, 253 Division street; 
leg bruised, face cut. 

Floback, Carl, 21 years old, 258 Division street; 
hands, face, and legs bruised. 

Klott, Frank, 19 years old, 246 Townsend street; 
arms, head, and face cut and bruised. 

Two others whose names the police did not 
learn were also bruised 

The sled had reached the bottom of the 
slide, when Samuelson is said to have become 
excited and steered toward a bump. When 
the sled struck the obstruction it overturned 
and the occupants were thrown out. Samuel- 
son was the first to fall, and his right leg 
became so twisted under him that when the 
others fell against him it was fractured. 

Hundreds who were at the bottom of the 
slide watching the scene hurried to the aid 
of the injured, who were taken to their homes, 
Samuelson was hurried to the hospital.

Boy’s Health Not Good. 


Mr. Harrison, who is one of the numerous 
men who believes their first duty is to their 
family, then explained that the health of 
this 16 year old boy has had much to do with 
the reluctance he had manifested in the be- 
ginning to.enter the campaign. 

„The physicians have told me,” he said, 
„% that to thoroughly restore my son to health 
it is necessary that he should spend the next 
two winters in California. That means that 
he must remain there from December until 
May of each year. No one likes to be away 
from his family, and to properly look after 
the duties of o important an office as mayor 
of Chicago one cannot leave the city for any 
length of time.” 

Later he folded up the comic supplements 
of two Chicago newspapers and put them ina 
stamped envelope that he mailed back to his 
little girl, Edith, with the remark that “ She 
always likes to see them,” 

He said also that he disliked to leave his 
wife in California because she feared earth- 
quakes. Little things perhaps, but illustrat- 
ive of the man’s family life. 


Why He’s a Candidate. 


„ finally made up my mind to be a candi- 
date, he said, because I was impressed 
with a sense that I owed something to a good 
many business and professional men, not 
considering the politicians, all of whom hed 
done considerable working on the under- 
standing that I was to be a candidate. I rea- 
soned that I could not, in justice to these 
men, decline to make the race at eo late a day, 
no matter what my personal inclinations 
were. 

„Let the best man win, that is my idea of 
the situation. If the people believe that 
Mayor Dunne will make a better run than 
I will, let them nominate him. If they are 
convinced that I am the strongest candidate, 
then I am ready to pull off my coat and make 
the hardest campaign of my life, and I have 
been through some hard ones. 

„I haven't made any plans for an active 
ante-primary campaign. What I shall do on 
my arrival in Chicago depends altogether on 
what I decide after thoroughly familiarizing 
myself with the local sit tion. I don’t in- 
tend to go out and make speeches, I shall 
get a room in some downtown hotel and will 
meet my friends. 


Takes Back Former Criticism. 

„1 don’t want to express an opinion re- 
garding the traction ordinances today.

out saying that Chicago should have an ad- 
ministration conducted on the most approved 
business lines. There is much of this talk 
about a business man for mayor, however, 
that to those who understand the situation 
seems ridiculous. A man might be the most 
successful business man in the world and 
yet be totally unfit to be mayor of a great 
city like Chicago. 

“A man can’t run Chicago like he can a 
business of his own. A business man can 
hypothecate his notes. He can reduce his 
force of employés when necessary, or he can 
add more. The mayor of Chicago can do 
nothing of the sort without special legisia- 
tion. He can't borrow money. He can't add 
to the city’s revenue. He can’t discharge po- 
licemen when he believes they are not doing 
their duty, or if he believes there are too 
many of them. There never have been too 
many policemen or firemen in Chicago, but 
the same may be said of any other branch 
of civil Service employés. 


What a Mayor Can’t Do. 

“Neither can a mayor add to the police force 
or the fire department. He can't economize 
here, or extend there. He is handicapped in 
many ways. He cannot select his employés 
as a business man selects his, or a carpenter 
selects his tools. He must make the best of 
the men the civil service gives him, and he 
is hemmed in in any attempt to improve the 
service by civil service regulation. All this 
the business man turned into a mayor could 
find out speedily. 

“A city to be conducted on the most ap- 
proved business lines, it may be argued, 
should pay its employés the lowest rate of 
wages consistent with good service, and cer- 
tainly should see that its goods are bought 
where they are cheapest and that its con- 
tracts should be awarded to the lowest and 
best bidders. 


Specially Trained Mayors. 

“ The mayor of Chicago requires something 
more than a mere business training. He 
should be fitted for office by spe- 
cial training in other lines and should 
be fitted by temperament. He should 
understand that complex conditions con- 
stantly are arising In a great cosmopolitan 
population. He never should lose hig tem- 
per. He never should lose his hedd, or be 
carried away by the vagaries of foolish ad- 
visers. 

“He should be able to say yes or no as 
though he meant it. I formed the habit 
during my eight years of office of deciding 
all important questions by myself. I would 
lock myself up in a foom and go over all 
sides carefully, and when I had made up my 
mind I would stick to it, even though, in 
some unimportant essential, I might after- 
wards learn that I was wrong.” 


Thinks Dunne Does Wrong. 

Then Mr. Harrison, without in the least 
meaning to criticise Mayor Dunne, spoke of 
the habit of some executives of not making a 
decision upon even the most trifling matter 
without calling in all their advisers and get- 
ting a composite opinion that In the end per- 
haps was far from representing the best in- 
terests of the community. 

While speaking of the cosmopolitan popu- 
lation, Mr. Harrison gave his views also on 
Sunday closing, inquiring first with some in- 
terest on the status of the mandamus pro- 
ceedings brought against Mayor Dunne to 
close the two saloons of Ald. Kenna. 


Home Rule for Saloons. 

I believe in the principle of home rule as 
applied to Sunday closing,” said he. “I 
favored the introduction into the city char- 
ter of a section that would give Chicago the 
right to legislate on this Sunday closing 
proposition for itself. With fts large foreign 
population I am of the belief that if it were 
put to a vote Chicago would vote in favor of 
keeping the saloons open on Sunday.“ 

While on the traction subject, Mr. Harri- 
son asked a good many questions concerning 
the referendum. He wanted to know if Mayor 
Dunne had directed the police to secure sig- 
natures to the petition, and appeared sur- 
prised that no one had thought of enjoining 


the policemen. 
Personally he said he favored the referen- 


dum. 

Speaking on the four years’ term for may- 
or, provided for under the new charter, Mr. 
Harrison said it made the office more de- 
sirable in a good many ways and that Chi- 
cago would get the benefit in the future of 
men who profited by the experience. 

How Mayors Are Handicapped, 

“Tt takes a man several months,” said he, 
“to be of any use to the city as mayor, unless 
he has the benefit of previous experience. In

HYPOTHETICAL QUESTIONIN THAW CASE  ~—_ 
PUT TO ALIENIST WAGNER BY LAWYER DELMAS. 


EW YORK, Feb. 11.—[Special.}—Dur- 
ing the progress of the Thaw trial to- 
day Attorney Delmas asked of Dr. 
Charles Wagner, the alienist, one of 
the most remarkable hypothetical 


questions ever put to a witness . 

With the exception of referring to a few 
bite of testimony, Attorney Delmas did not 
have a note. He prepared the question in 
his mind as he went along, never making a 
slip or having to reconstruct a sentence. This 
was the question: | 

“T will assume, doctor, that the euthor of 
these letters was on the 25th of June last in 
his thirty-sixth year; that one of his uncles 
was insane; and that he, when he himself 
was a child suffered from the ordinary so- 
called children's diseases and such affections 
as children are subject to—that is, through 
méasies, mumps, whooping cough, St. Vitus 
dance, and scarlet fever. That he was always 
of a highly nervous temperament, that he 
slept badly, and the nurse had to nurse him 
a good part of the night, so that there had 
been different relays, sometimes two nurses, 
or his mother would have to take care of him 
part of the time. That he had been subject 
to St. Vitus dance for a perfod of some weeks. 
That St. Vitus dance, as you well know, ise 
nervous affection, characterized by nervous 
movement of the extremities, jerks and 
twitching of the extremities and face, and 
during his attacks there was what is called 
strabismus, or crossing of the eyes, and he 
looked like a child whose eyes were perfectly 
crossed, meaning turned in toward the nose. 
That he was of a highly nervous condition and 
of a neurotic temperament. 

“ Assume that the subject whose history 
in childhood I have given you, and whose 
uncle—natural uncle—was insane, as I have 
stated to you, in 1901 met a young woman, 
at that time between 16 and 17 years of 
age, paid honorable court to her and wooed 
her with a view to marriage. That his suit 
was declined and that in 1903 she having 
undergone at that time a serious if not capi- 
tal operation, he had gone to her bedside with 
her mother, had knelt by her bed, and had 
with respect kissed her hand; after that he 
had prepared a trip to Europe for her; that 
there, when in a debilitated condition fol- 
lowing upon this operation, he had nursed 
her with the utmost tenderness, carrying her 
to and from the carriage when she went out 
riding, and carrying her up and down the 
stairs in his arms (he being a strong man 
and she at that time a weak young woman, 
light in weight); that in June, 19038, he had 
made formal offer of his hand to her—his so- 
cial condition at that time being one of af- 
fluence and his family occupying, both in 
this country and in England, a social posi- 
tion which, as the phrase goes, was envia- 
ble: That she declined his suit, and upon 
being pressed for the reason for so declin- 
ing, informed him that when she was about 
16 years old a certain man in the city of New 
York had introduced himself into her life, 
coming in at first in the guise of a benefactor, 
he being a man already advanced in years, 
whose general! attention denoted the utmost 
solicitude for her welfare and preservation 
from all contamination; that having thus in- 
troduced himself into her life he displayed 
before her childish fancy, she having been 
brought up in poverty, having often known 
with her mother and brother the want of 
food, and having gone hungry, all this splen- 


dor of sumptuous apartments, magnificently 
furnished and upholstered; and that after 
he had thus established his position in the 
family of the child he had persuaded the 
mother (the only natural parent left to her. 


the father having died) to absent herself.

which had been their former home, promising 
to tare for the child during her absence as 
if he had been her father, to protect her 
from harm, assuring that it was her singular

Adams has been under arrest for a long 
time and the authorities claim he has made a 
confession giving away the whole story of 
the plot, in which the Western Federation of 
Miners is said to be involved. The latter or- 
ganization declares the charges against it are 
false and an attempt by the mineowners to 
break up the union. 

How Adams Was Caught. 

The murder of Tyler remained a mystery 
until after the assassination of Steunenberg. 
Harry Orchard's graphic confession not only 
implicated Steve Adams and other federation 
men in the former governor's murder, but de- 
clared that Adams and Jack Simpkins also 
killed Tyler because he had taken up the tim- 
ber claim. Simpkins has never been found. 

Adams was arrested at Haines, Ore., Feb. 
20, 1906, and taken to Boise, where it is al- 
leged he confessed the Tyler murder. This 
confession he now denies, and it is believed 
he will claim it was wrung from him by force 
and is false.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—[ Special. }—In 
the interest of American morality President 
Roosevelt proposes to have the federal gov- 
ernment determine what the people shall 
read He will confer tomorrow with Post- 
master General Cortelyou and Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte in regard to the legality of 
barring from the mails all newspapers which 
print full and disgusting particulars of the 
Thaw case.” 

Mr. Cortelyou believes the president will be 
justified tn taking this action. Mr. Bona- 
parte’s opinion la not completed tonight. The 
indications are, however, that an order of 
exclusion wil) be issued. It will serve asa 
precedent not only for the Thaw but for all 
other sensational trials, and it will mean u 
censorship exercised by the postoffice officials 
over every newspaper which circulates out- 
side of the city or town in which it is printed. 

In taking up the matter the president has 
been actuated by the highest motives of 
purity and decency: He has been horrified 
by the revelations made by Evelys Thaw, and 
disgusted at the shamelessness of some news- 
papers in publishing them in detalls. He hae 
taken most rigid precautions to prevent his 
children from getting hold of newspapers con- 
taining the woman's story, and members of 
his cabinet who also have children have found 
it advisable to take like steps. 


President Urged to Act. 

Calters at the White house have asked the 
president if he could not ¢o something to 
stop the corruption of the people's morals 
which, they declared, would be che necessary 
consequence of the reading of the terrible in- 
dictment of Mrs. Thaw against Stanford 
White. On Sunday the president read a dis- 
patch from Ottawa, Ont., announcing that 
the postmaster genera] of Canada had been 
asked to deny the use of the malls to a local 
paper which printed the details of Mrs. 
Thaw’s testimony. The Canadian postmas- 
ter general has deciared that any newspaper 
publishing the filthy evidence of the trial 
in court would be guilty of misdemeanor 
under the Canadian law. 

All these circumstances led the president 
to consider the advisability of directing the 
exclusion from the mails of American papers 
publishing details of the evidence in the 
Thaw case which were offensive to public 
decency. As a result, he made the follow- 
ing brief announcement this morning: 

“The president has communicated with 
Postmaster General Cortelyou to know 
whether it Is feasible to bar from the mails 
the papers that give full and disgusting 
particulars of the Thaw case. He does not 
know whether it is feasible, but if it is, he 
wishes it done.“ 


New York Newspapers Warned. 

Simultaneously the United States district 
attorney in New York notified all the New 
York newspapers that the federal statutes 
forbid newspapers to publish “ lewd, lasciv- 
lous, or obscene matter.“ and warned them 
that even the fact that such matter was a 
part of a court proceedings was no excuse for 
its publication. He added that he would 
promptly bring criminal proceedings before 
the federal grand jury against any offending 
newspaper. 

While it is asserted that the district at- 
torney's action was not in accordance with in- 
structions from Washington, there is no 
doubt it has the full approval of the presi- 
dent, and it is expected after the cabinet 
meeting tomorrow that Attorney General 
Bonaparte will telegraph to district attor- 
neys all over the country directing them to 
send similar notifications to all newspapers 
published within the limits of their districts. 

Of course, the district attorneys must co- 
operate with the officials of the postal service. 
They cannot prosecute any publication not 
using the mails or any common carrier. The 
local authorities must deal with such cases 
themselves. 

The postoffice department called attention 
today to the fact that probably 95 per cent 
of the newspapers do not use the mails at 
all, and, consequently, neither the postoffice 
department nor any other branch of the fed- 
eral government would have jurisdiction 
over them. 

The postoffice department depends for its 
authority to prosecute upon that section of 
the revised statutes which declares that all 
matter otherwise mailable which contains 
anything of “an indecent, lewd, lascivious, 
obscene, libelous, scurrilous, defamatory, 
or threatening character shall not be con- 
veyed in, the mails and shall be withdrawn 
therefr and any person depositing such 
matter in the mails or taking it therefrom 
shall for each offense, upon conviction. be 
fined not more than $5,000 or imprisoned at 
hard labor not more than five years, or both. 
Some of the adjectives used in this law are 
held by postal officials to apply without doubt 
to the evidence Mrs. Thaw gave. 


No Precedent to Guide. 


There is no precedent, even of an indirect 
character, for exclusion from mails of news- 
papers printing court evidence. The near- 
est approach to anything of the kind was an 
order issued by the postmaster général some

WILLIAM LE BARON JENNEY, 
NOTED ARCHITECT; STRICKEN 


oe Man Who First Used steel in 
Construction of Large Buildings a 
Victim of Paralysis. 


William Le Baron Jenney, the Chicago 
architect said.to be the first man to use 
steel successfully in the construction of large 
buildings, and who was compelled to go to 
Pasadena, Cal., three years ago after an at- 
tack of pneumonia, suffered a stroke of 
paralysis Saturday which may prove fatal. 

Mr. Jenney was born tA ae agg doe Mass., 
in 1882 and came ö icago in 1867. He 
loat his fortume in the fire of 1871. but 
promptly regained it by his activities in up- 
building the city.

BEATS LAWYER IN COURT. 


WALTER LANTZ RISENTS QUES- 
TION ABOUT CIVIL SERVICE. 


Wormer Member of Beard, While on 
Witness Stand, Is Asked by Oppos- 
ind Counsel if He Was Not Con- 
victed for Irregularities” —Blows 
Arve His Only Answer — Judge 
Fines Both, but Trial of Cause Is 
Stopped. 


Excitement ran high in Judge Thomas B. 
Lantry’s branch of the Municipal court yes- 
terday afternoon when Attorney Walter A. 
Lantz, democratic politiclan and state rep- 
resentative, leaped from the witness stand 
and landed a half dozen uppercuts and right 
hand jabs upon the face of the opposing coun- 
pel, R. W. Peterson.

Questions of financial responsibility arose 
that necessitated Lantz taking the stand in 
behalf of his cient. Lantz wae getting — 
nicely when Peterson asked: 

* Ian’t it true, Mr. Lantz, that you were 
some time ago convicted and fined for irregu- 
larities in connection with your services on 
the civil service commission?’ 


Answers Question with Blow. 

The question wae scarcely stated, when 
Lantz, without one word, jumped from the 
stand, two steps higher than the common 
floor, and never touched the ground until his 
beft fist landed squarely upon Peterson’s 
jaw. The court shouted and the bailiff 
rapped for order, but Lantz followed up his 
lead. Peterson saw Lantz coming toward 
him, but remained sitting. 

Lantz is about three inches shorter and 
thirty pounds lighter than his adversary, 
andi the contrast seemed even greater as the 
bailiff stood both men before the bar.

JUMPS OR FALLS TO DEATH 


WOMAN PLUNGES FROM WINDOW 
TO THE SIDEWALE. 


Mrs. Mary C. Foreman the Victim, 
2505 Calumet Avenue the Piace— 
Witnesses Think Fatality an Ace- 
dent, but Police Incline te Suicide 
Theory, Oiting Fact That She Was 
Separated from Husband and Di- 
vorce Proceedings Contempiated. 


Mrs. Mary C. Foreman, 30 years old, jumped 
or fell from the third story window ot a build- 
ing in which she lived at 2505 Calumet ave- 
nue last evening and suffered injuries that 
resulted in her death a few minutes later. 
Shrieking a warning to pedestrians who were 
passing, Mrs. Foreman spun round and 
round, etriking the cement sidewalk on her 
head. She died in the police wagon, just as 
the doors of the Mercy ‘hospital were reached.

Mrs. Foreman 
has ved at the Calumet avenue address for 
only a short time. 

One of the front windows of the apartment 
had been opened to cool the room. Mrs. Fore- 
man had been sitting there for some minutes. 
Then suddenly she plunged to the street, 
turning over and over, narrowly missing 
striking Michael Hickey, €2 Twenty-fifth 
street, who was passing. Hickey saw the 
form as it shot down and attempted to catoh 


it. He was too late and the woman struck 


the sidewalk. The police of the Cottage 
Grove avenue station were notified and the 
woman was hurried to Mercy hospital, but did 
not live to reach it. 

Mre. Anna Meyers, 62 Twenty-fifth street, 
saw Mrs. Foreman as she plunged from the 
open window. 

“1 do not think she committed suicide,“ 
Mrs. Meyers told the police. It seemed to 
me that she lost her balance and fell. I was 
in the street at the time and noticed her while 
seated there. An inetant later I saw her 
falling. I believe gt was an accident.” 

Mrs. Foreman for some time had been living 
in the flat occupied by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Powers in the building.

Plea for $60,000 from Property 
of Late Charles T. Yerkes — 
Also Made.

A frst step was taken yesterday in the legal 
fight of Cook county for the back taxes levied 


on the estate of Marshall Field. The action 
consisted in the filing of the petition of John | 


R. Thompson, county treasurer, asking the 


Probate court for an order on the executors 


ofthe estate to pay the county personal prop- 


erty taxes to the amount of $2,097,706. 


This amount represents the taxes claimed | 
on personal property said to have been omit- | 


ted In assessments made during the eight 
years from 1890 to 1906. 


At the hearing be- | 


fore Judge Cutting, held immediately after | 


the filing of the petition, the attofheys for 


the estate indicated that the claim for the | 
year 1906, amounting. to §328,850, would not | 


be contested, the assessment having been 
made subsequently to the death of Mr. Field, 


and an order was entered for the payment of | 


the amount. 


In regard to the other claims, it was held | 


that the executors of the estate could not be | 


held responsible for a condition supposed to re 


exist before Mr. Field's death. The court | 
therefore denied the petition, making it nec- 
essary for the county to enter a formal claim 
for the remainder of the amount. Thisclaim | 
will be contested by the attorneys for the 
estate. 


Petition of the County. 

The petition was filed in the morning by 
County Attorney Harry A. Lewis. It reads 
in part as follows: 

“Your petitioner; John R. Thompson, re- 
spectfully represents that on or about April | 
1. 1906, the omitted personal property of 
Marshall Field, deceased, was assessed at 
the sum of $800,000 for the year 1890: $2,200,- 
000 for 1900; $2,400,000 for 1901; $8,000,000 for 
1902; $4,000,000 for 1008: $4,200.000 for 1904; 
$4,600,000 for 1905; d for 1906 the sum of 
$5,000,000, making a total of 20 200, 000; that 
thereafter the county clerk extended thereon 
as required by law personal property taxes 
amounting to a total of $2,007,796. 

Tour petitioner further shows that before 
said assessments were made the said Mar- 
that A. B. 
Jones, Chauncey Keep, and fhe Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company were appointed by 
this court as executors of his last will and 
testament 

Tour - petitioner, therefore. prays the 
court to enter an order. directing the execu- 
tors to pay your petitioner $2,097,796 as per- 
sonal property taxes. 


Claim to Be Contested: 

“ The county must presenta claim for these 
back taxes, said William G. Beale, attorney 
for the estate, later. The matter can’t be 
adjudicated by any such easy method as a 
petition. When the claim is entered it will 
be contested, of course, and until that time 
there is nothing further to be done. No, I 
can’t tell you the grounds on which the claim 
will be contested. There are a variety of 
considerations, 

As for the 1906 assessment, the fact that 
it was made after the death of Mr. Field 
makes that an entirely different matter. 
There was little discussion in court as to 
that, and the payment will be made in regu- 
lar order. The assessment could not have 
been paid without a court order, anyway, 
and we simply allowed the county to enter 
the petition instead ot taking action our- 
selves."’ 

John P. Wilson, another of the attorneys 
for the estate, spoke of the petition. 

“Yes, the claim will be contested,’’ be 
said. 
yet, and are not prepared to make any an- 
nouncement, but there are a number of con-

PANAMA, Feb. 11.—President Bonilla of 
Honduras has sent the following reply toa 
message asking for the Honduran side of 
the actual conflict with Nicaragua. The mes- 
sage is dated Tegucigalpa, Feb. 11, and says: 

Nicaragua is concentrating a considerable armed 
force upon the frontier of Honduras without having 
made a declaration of war. We are assured an 
invasion will take place soon. Honduras is ready 
to repel the movement. MANUEL BONILLA. 

A well known Central American merchant, 
who is familiar with the political designs of 
the various republics, said tonight that Pres- 
ident Zelaya of Nicaragua, believing he holds 
the balance of. power in Central America, 
wants to put the matter to a test, and that he 
will oppose intervention by the United States.

BHAA YIELDS; AVOLDS WAR 


RULER OFT PERSIA GRANTS DE- 
' MANDS OF CONSTITUTION. 


Conflict Between Monarck and Par- 
liament Settled Only_ After Out- 
breaks Seem Unavoidable—Foreign- 
ers Warned to Leave Dangerous 
‘Parts of City to Be Free from Peril 
—HRioters at Tabriz Sieze Arsenal

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

TEHERAN, Feb. 11.— There was great ex- 
citement here throughout the day, arising 
from the fear that the shah would not grant 
the demands embodied in the popular con- 
stitution. 

The copflict between the shah and the as- 
sembly came to an end tonight, at least for 
the time being, but not before the situation 
had assumed a threatening aspect, and even 
now it is doubtful whether the shah's elev- 
enth hour recognition of the country as a 
constitutional monarchy will avert popular 
outbreaks. 


Excited Crowds Await Decision. 

Parliament sat all day long awaiting the 
decision of ‘the monarch, while excited 
It was 
known that Tabriz had threatened to elect 
anew shah unless the demands of parlia- 
ment were granted, and rumors were cur- 
rent of preparations for an uprising in all 
the large towns. 

The first sign of yielding was the dismissal 
by the government of the two Belgian offi- 
cials, MM. Naus and Priem, and then came 
the news of the factional fighting at Tabriz, 
together with a report that the governor of 
Tabriz had been imprisoned. 

This evening the shah sent a message to 
parliament accepting its demands with the 
exception of that concerning the monarchy, 
which his majesty declined to accede to, de- 
»claring that he feared the next demand 
would be for a republic. 


Warn Foreigners of Danger. 

Parliament thereupon sent a circular tothe 
foreign legation in Teheran, warning fer- 
eigners to avoid the dangerous quarters of the 
city. Finally, at à late hour tonight, the shah 
sent his full acceptance and upon receipt of 
this news the waiting crowds slowly dis 
persed. 

During the day there was fighting at Tabriz, 
where the rioters seized the arsenal and gov- 
ernment offices, imprisoned the governor, 
and threatened to elect a new shah if their 
demands were not granted. The shah's con- 
cession was telegraphed (o Tabriz as soon as 
it was received and the rioters were pacified. 


NOT READY FOR DISARMAMENT? 


Attitude of Powers as to Topics for The 
Hague Conference Discussed by 
Prof. de Martens. 


LONDON; Feb. 11.—Prof..de Martens, who 
has arrived here in pursuance of his mission 
to canvass the sentiment of the powers rela- 
tive to the program of the coming session 
of The Hague conference, said today that 
as a result of his inquiries the date of the 
meeeting of The Hague conference probably 
would be fixed for June . with sessions last- 
ing two months. 

“There can be no doubt that the question 
of disarmament and the Iimitation of arma- 
ments will be the plèce de résistance of the 
program,” said Prof. de Martens, and if 
either the British or the United States gov- 
ernments have really decided to place this 
question on the program the powers will 
be obliged to discuss it. I cannot imagine 
that any one power would object to the extent 
of making this question tho cause of a 
serious political complication. 

„ Personally, my feeling is that the mat-

1. DEAD, 2 HURT, 150 IN PERIL 
IN HOTEL FIRE AT BOSTON. 


Firemen Raise Ladders, Aiding Rescue 
of Many Who Otherwise Might Have 
Perished—Monetary Loss $25,000. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 11. e0ne person was 
killed, two others overcome by smoke, and the 
lives of 150 persons placed in jeopardy by a 
fire in the Waverly house, a family hotel in 
City square, Charlestown, tonight. One- 
third of those in the hotel found their usual 
means of exit cut off and were forced to 
gain the street by the fire escapes or over lad- 
ders which firemen raised. The dead man 
was John Harrigan. He fell from the third 
story to the sidewalk. The fire started in 
the basement and rushed up an elevator 
well to the third floor, where it spread out 
into the rooms. The loss is $25,000.

“Tem utterly at a loss es to the possible 
identity of the robber or robbers,’’ said Mr. 

“Mrs. McGann wore the jewelry 
at the assembly ball Friday night. We re- 
turned home about 2 o'clock, and, upon re- 
tiring,. Mrs. McGann placed the jewelry in 
the jewel box, which was upon a dressing 
table and not twenty feet from the bed. 
When Mrs. MeGann looked for the jewels 
about 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon they 
were missing, 

We immediately notified Chief of Police 
Collins, and the case was turned over to In- 
epector Revere at the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion. With the detectives and police we 
have searched the house and the servants’ 
rooms most thoroughly, but nothing has re- 
gulted from the search. Of course all the 
servants are under suspicion, but I dg not 
suspect any one of them, for they have been 
here from three to a dozen years, and heve 
had many opportunities to do the same thing. 
I certainly am ‘up in. the air’ over the whole 
affair, for the house shows no signs of being 
entered. Even the snow and dust upon all 


the outside window ledges is undisturbed.” 


Prized Gifts Taken. 

Mr. McGann said he could not set values 
upon the various articles, but that the aggre. 
gate value probably would be $10,000 

Much ot the jewelry was given to Mrs. 
McGann a number of years ago, some of it 
especially prized as gifts of her father. I 
haven't much idea as to what it all was worth. 
About the only thing that was not taken was 
Mrs. McGann's necklace of pearls, and I 
suppose the only fact that saved it was that 
she wore it about her neck during the night.“ 

Inspector Revere refused to discuss the 
case, and officers connected with the station 
diselaimed all knowledge of the robbery. 
The house ts being watched, and the servants 
are under constant gurveillance. However, 
Mr. McGann expressed himself as doubtful 
whether the missing jewels would be found 
or the thieves apprehended. 

Mrs. McGann is a bride of six months. She 
is a sister of Mrs. Hobart Chatfleld-Taylor, 
Mrs. Reginald De Koven of New York, and of 
Walter Farwell. Previous to her marriage 
to Mr. McGann she was Mrs. Dudley Win- 
ston.

If in the 
course of selecting an ordinary jury such 
persons are found in the panel they are 
excused as a matter of course, but there is 
a grievous loss of time in the process of 
examination and rejection in open .court. 
The proposed act merely provides that the 
sifting shall be done beforehand, so that 
the panel drawn shall be made up of fair 
minded men. In all other respects the 
special jury represents all kinds of men in 
the county as well as any ordinary jury 
could do. There is still left the power to 
challenge for cause, and the prosecution 
and the defense in criminal cases still re- 
tain the right of challenging jurymen to 
whom they have a special antipathy, only, 


it is believed that so many challenges are 
unnecessary. 

There is no class of citizens whose 
rights are in the slightest degree infringed 
by the substitution of a list of men from 
which the unfair and the prejudiced have 
been already removed for a list from which 
such names will have to be removed later. 
A convicted criminal will get his sentence 
more quickly, but, on the other hand, an 
acquitted defendant will be free more 
quickly. In either case the community 
will be the gainer. Such a law should 
receive unanimous support at Springfield.

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HEN Lord Cromer last summer 
manded a strengthening of the 


silenced opposition to the measure, 
as well as the protests against the 
drastic punishment of the native perpetra- 
tors of the fatal attack upon some British 
officers in the village of Denshawi by declar- 
ing that the situation in the land of the Nile 
was extremely serious, he was denounced on 
many sides as an alarmist. It was added that 
in “his old age he was becoming more end 
more autocratic, and that his utterances had 
for their object the still further extension of 
the authority placed in his hands by the Brit- 
igh crown. dt was only in ee however, 
that he was thus assailed. France, Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy his views with re- 
gard to Egypt wers indorsed with respect, 
and the precautions which he recommended 
were approved. Lord Cromer’s critics in 
England forgot, apparently, that he had al- 
ways been an advocate of the gradual with- 
drawal of both English troops and of English 
goverhment officials; In one word, bent upon 
ing for Egypt what Uncle Sam has sought 
with a similar lack of success thus far to ac- 
complish in Cuba and in the Philippines. 


— 
For Lord Cromer to reverse suddenty, 
a quarter of a century spent as British 
ipotentiary at Cairo, his policy with regard 
to Egypt indicated that he found himself 
confronted by an outlook of exceptional grav- 
ity. He foresaw already last summer what 
the general public is only beginning to real- 
ize now~—namely: that there is a feeling of 
the most intense and bitter hatred, fostered 
by Turkish agitators, against not only the 
English but also against all foreigners. It is 
a hatred which has sprung up during the last 
few years only, and which is said to have had 
its origin in the Moslem revival and pan- 
Islamic movement. It must be remembered 
that the present generation of Egyptians 
have always enjoyed the advantages of the 
present régime, and are altogether ignoraat 
of the horrors and tyranny of khedivial des- 
potism in the days before England inter- 
vened, and do not therefore appreciate all 
they owe to Great Britain. 


— 

The long and short of it fe that Egypt at 
the present moment is seething, much in the 
same way as it was just prior to the Arabi 
insurrection of 1882, and as India was on the 
eve of the great Sepoy mutiny of 1857. Tour- 
ists are obliged to adopt hitherto unknown 
precautions for their safety, and are com- 
pellsd to avoid cértain districts, where the 
natives are known to be particularly antag- 
onistic to foreigners. Even then they are 
subjected to demonstrations of hatres, and 
sometimes to actual indignity, which would 
amaze those who were in Egypt five and ten 
years ago. The result has been that there 


‘have been fewer foreign visitors to Egypt 
‘this winter than for years, and the so-called 


tourist season has been disastrous to the 
Cairene bonifaces and shopkeepers. 


— 

A significant feature of the winter has been 
the gradual disappearance of the native dig- 
nitaries, especially the rich pashas and beys, 
from social intercourse with thelr European 
and American friends. They are now seldom 
seen at entertainments given by foreigners, 
and what is more noticeable still is that the 
khedive himself refrains more and more from 
all contact with foreigners, especially with 
the English. He lives in the utmost retire- 
ment in his suburban palace of Koubbeh, 
some half a dozen miles away from Cairo, on 
the outskirts of the Suez desert, and his per- 
sonal relations with Lord Cromer and the 
other British and foreign authorities have 
lost ail their former intimacy, In spite of the 
fact that the earl has known him from baby- 
hood. 

In short, the word seems to have gone forth 
among the natives, high and low, to cut them- 
selves adrift from their foreign friends and 
acquaintances, and it looks as if the khedive 
realized that a popular rising against the 


foreigner is at hand, and had decided to throw 


in his lot with his people, rather than to owe 
his maintenance on the throne to British bay- 
onets, as was the case with his father, Tewflk 
Pasha This is what Lord Cromer foresaw 
last summer, and for which he insisted on 
preparations being made. The present situa- 
tion furnishes but another illustration of his 
prescience in oriental matters, born of a Hfe- 
long experience in the east. 

The Orange society of Ireland, which al- 
ways has been distinguished for {ts religious 
and political intolerance, which is credited 
with a futile conspiracy to bar Queen Vic- 
toria from the throne in 1887 in favor of her 
uncle, Duke Ernest of Cumberland, who was 
the grand master of the soclety, and which is 
responsible for most of the political unrest 
in the Emerald isle in the last hundred years, 
has just given another illustration of its big- 
otry by assailing the viceroy, Lord Aberdeen, 
for visiting the pope recently at Rome. When 
I recorded in these letters the other day that 
Lord Aberdeen, who is an elder of the Pres- 
byterian church and a pulpit orator of some 
note, had been received at the vatican with 
semi-royal honors during his recent stay in 
Italy, I predicted that his visit to the pontiff 
would. excite ill will among a certain class 
of the Irish population. But one would hard- 
ly have thought that the Orange society 
would have considered it necessary to call a 
meeting and to enter an official and public 
protest against this act of courtesy by the 
lord lieutenant of Ireland to the supreme head 
of a church to which the majority of the pop- 
ulation of the Emerald igle belong. 

What seems to have jarred more than any- 
thing else upon the Orange society is that 
Lord and Lady Aberdeen, complying with the 
rules of etiquette at the court of the vatican, 
attempted to kneel to Pius X., and on being 
prevented by him from paying this customary 
act of homage contented themselves with 
kissing his hand. No harm is likely to be 
done to the Aberdeens by this attack upon 


them on the part of the Orange society; in 


fact, any injury arising therefrom will fall to 
the share of the society itself, by reason of 
its display of an intolerance belonging to an- 
other age.

While 
she is unaware that her lover is the fugitive, 
she vouches for him on the strength of their 
former meeting. Although he came with the 
intention of ropbing the Polka.“ he deter- 
mines to leave with his task unaccomplished, 
when the Girl in all innocence invites him 
|} to visit her in her cabin home, high up on 
the mountain side. 

He accepts and she is most anxious to exert 
her feminine wiles to please and attract him. 
She arrays herself in all her pitiful finery ang 
awaits his coming. He tells her of his love 
and she gives him her first kiss. A mountain 
bligzard comes up (and, by the way, in its 
realism it is a thasterly effect), and it is im- 
possible for the man to venture down the un- 
familiar trail in the blinding storm. The 
Giri insists on his remaining for the night 
and occupying her bed, while she urls up ina 
rébe before the fire. 

The lights are barely out when they are 
aroused by the arrival of the sHeriff and his 
men, who announce that they have traced 
Ramerres and demand his person. The 
Giri’ denies all knowledge of him and they 
depart. 


She is stunned when she learrs that she 
has been harboring the road agent and the 
thought that she has kissed him is unbeara- 
ble. In a frenzy of indignation she sends him 
forth into the storm. Rance, the sheriff, has 
been lying in hiding, a shot rings out, and 
a moment later Ramerrez falls wounded at 
her door.

“the Girl” begs for mercy, and finally they 
make a compact to let a poker game decide 
the fate of the prisoner. If the Girl” wins 
her lover’s life is saved and if Rance holds 
the winning hand the Girl” becomes his 
bride. The scene is exceptionally well worked 
up and the audience is held in breathless 
suspense. The first hand is won wy the 
Girl.” The nd goes to Rance, and the 
third should likewise be his, but the Giri ”

The story practically ends at the juncture 
but the fourth act takes place a week later. 
Rumerres has been allowed to remain unmo- 
lested for a week, as the snowfall has kept 
all intruders away.

Only once, it would appear, did the mystica 
lore which inspired his utterances misiea 
him in a prediction, but when he said at Get- 
tysburg: The world will little note nor 
long remember what we say here, but it can 
never forget what they aid here,“ he did not 
foresee that the world would ever remember 
what he said there, as the complement of 
what his soldiers did there. 


— 
Mosaics of Lofty Thought. 


While this address and the second inaugural 
are the birthplace of the quotations from Lin- 
coln in most common use, it remains true 
that they are but single pearls from clusters 
of equal brilliancy, each of these addresses 
being a mosaic of lofty thought and fellel- 
téus expression unapproached in English 
speech. In answer to a letter from Thurlow 
Weed, complimenting him on this second in- 
augural, Lincoln wrote a note of thanks, in 
which he said: “I expect the address to 
wear as well as anything I have produced, 
but I believe it is not immediately popular. 
Men are not flattered by being shown thet 
there has been a difference of purpose be- 
tween the Almighty and them. To deny it 
in this case, however, is to deny that there 
is a God governing the world.” This solemn 
rejoinder to the practical politician to whom 
it was written must have given him some- 
thing to ponder over. 

Lincoln’s sayings and phrases are so gTrow~ 
ing into the vernacular that it may be of in- 
terest to recall other expressions almost 
equally notable, and the documents or 
speeches in which they occur. We often 
hear the quotation: “ Keeping step to the 
music of the union,” but not all who quote 
the line know that it originated with Lincoln. 
In his so-called lost speech,“ delivered be- 
fore the republican convention at Blooming- 
ton on May 29. 1856, he used these words: 
Let us keep step to the music of the union. 
He repeated the same thought in his first 
inaugural when he said, with solemn cadence: 
“The mystic chords of memory, stretching 
from every battlefield and patriot grave to 
every heart and hearthstone all over this 
broad land, will yet swell the chorus of the 


union.”’ 


—— 
Passage from Lost Speech.“ 

This famous lost speech,“ which so ele- 
trified its hearers by its faming eloquence 
and its radical predictions that the reporters 
forgot to take notes, sounded the keynote of 
the Fremont campaign of 1856, which welded 
the various disaffected elements of several 
parties inte an army of freemen, “ highly 
resolved do resist the further aggressions 
of the slave drivers on the liberties of the 
people. 

Notice these prophetic introductory words: 
“Uniess public opiniom makes itself strong- 
ly felt, and a change is made in our present 
course, blood will flow on account of Ne- 
braska and brother’s hand will be raised 
against brother.” Further on he said: “ Be 
not Geceived, revolutions nev go back- 
ward. Slavery will endure no of reason 
or logic. Slavery yields nothing itself and 
gets all it can besides. Savery is a viola- 
tion of the eternal right. We have tempo- 


dition, but as sure as God reigns and school 
children read, that black, foul lie can never 
be consecrated into God's hallowed truth.“ 

In speaking of the heroic and successful 
efforts of the early fathers to thwart the in- 
troduction of slavery into Illinois, he con- 
tinued: “And that is why thie hall is a 
temple for freemen instead of a negro livery 
stable. We must highly resolve that Kan- 
sas must be free. These words, highly re- 
solve,“ are repeated in the Gettysburg 
speech.] We must make this a land of lib- 
erty in fact as well as in name We win 
say to the southern disunionists: *‘ We won't 
go out of the union and you shan’t.’ There 
is both a magic and power in public opinion. 
To that let us now appeal; and while, in all 
probability, no r to force will be need- 
ed, our moderation and forbearance will 
stand us in good stead when, if ever, we 
must appeal to battle and the God of hosts.” 

This speech created the wildest excitement 
and enthusiasm in the convention It 
marked the dawning of a new epoch. It was 
the most effective, in molding public opin- 
ion, of any of Lincoln's speeches before the 
war,

In his annual report to the shareholders 
President George O. Knapp said, in part: 

During the year the matter of securing 
an increased supply of natural gas was taken 
up.

“ During the progress of the hearing and 
investigation by the city council, which pre- 
ceded the fixing of rates to be charged, this 
board on Dec. 19, 1905, felt impelled, as a mat- 
ter of business prudence, to reduce the divi- 
dend rate from 6 per cent, theretofore paid, 
to Spercent. The last named rate was paid 
during the year 1906; but the board, at its last 
meeting on Jan. 26, 1007, restored the dividend 
rate to6 per cent, believing the earnings justi- 
fied it, and impressed with the conviction that 
the minimum rate to which the stockholders 
are entitled is 6 per cent per annum. The

Strawboard Depreciation Charges. 


E. M. Watkins, vice president and treas- 
urer of the American Strawboard company, 
under date of Feb. 29, sends to THz TRIBUNDT 
the following communication: 

There apears in the morning issue of Tan 
TRIBUNE of this date alleged statements of 
Sidney C. Mitchell, chairman of the protect- 
ive committee of the United Boxboard and 
Paper company—statements that are 80 
grossly incorrect that I beg the privilege of 
space to inform those who may be influenced 
by such statements that they are grossly 
wrong. I do this in the absence of Mr. Bar- 
ber, who is away from the city and cannot 
epeak for himself, but having all of the fig- 
ures and knowing the situation as I do I 
cannot let these statements go unchallenged. 

“The statement that there was charged off 
in 1898 $376,144 is absolutely wrong. No such 
charge was made. The sum named is the 
balance of surplus after charging off divi- 
dends paid that year of $240,000, and some 
other small items. 

The item of $52,640 in 1894 referred to is 
also the balance of surplus after charging to 
surplus several items, being the difference 
between amount paid for certain mills pur- 
chased by the American Strawboard com- 
pany when organized that were never ope- 
rated by it and the amount realized after 
having sold the machinery, land, etc., to en- 
eirely close up the accounts of those mills. 
For inetance: The American Strawboard 
company bought a mill at Kankakee, III. 
After having sold all that was available— 
machinery, buildings, ete.—there was a bal- 
ance of $15,000 between the price paid and 
the price realised for the mill. This was in- 
cluded in the amount charged to surplus ac- 
count that year.

reservation. He said bullets were whizzing 
over his head. He said he had nothing to do 
with the shooting, did not know any one who 
- had, did not suspect any one, and had made 
. @iligent inquiries among the men to find 
put from them what, ff anything, they knew, 
and has been unable to get any information. 

I heard some one yell Fal in,“ he said 
“Then some one shouted to get the guns 
and another person anewered that they could 
not get the guns, as the racks were locked 
and the man with the keye could not be 
found Then. Lieut. Greer said, ‘ Break those 
racks. 3 

There has been a great deal of testimony 
_ given concerning the broken racks of C com- 

. y, but no person had testified positively 
as to the manner in which they were 
Found Company in Confusion. 
Sanders told of finding his own company in 
and of his efforts to straighten it 
ut. He said he found some of the men 
down on their knees, and that others were 
ling to put out the lantern so that it 
ould not furnish a target for persons to 
shoot A1. 

“I t5ld the men to stand up and de sol- 
Giers, and that it was better to be shot in

On cross examination Sanders said that he 
could not tell the location of the first firing. 

He said he had been under fire a number of 
mes and he was familiar with the reports 
book the various makes of arms. On that night 
it was mixed firing,“ he said. He had 
never examined the hospital or other build- 
ings to see whether bullets were fired into, 
them because he had had no opportunity to 
make such examination. 
Sanders stated that his gun was not in the 
. rack at the time of the shooting, but in the 
sergeant’s room, and that he returned to 
this room for it. He was not required to keep 
his gun in the rack on account of peculiar 
duties. 

He thought there were about nine guns 
out of the company’s racks on the night of 
the shooting, but they were all accounted for.

OWA BENT ON LOW FARE. 


RAILROADS UNABLE TO DELAY 2 
CENTS A MILE LAW. 


Legislature, It Is Said, Will Today 


Enact Measure Reducing Passen- 


ger Rates in State—lines Claim 
Provisions Cannot Se Applied 
Until Adter Tarifa Are Issued, 
None Being in Force Now—Colonint 
Rates Delayed by Pending Bills. 


Word was received in Chicago yesterday 
that the Iowa legislature would proceed to 
pass the 2 cent fare bill with a whoop today. 
notwithstanding the fact that representa- 
tives of all the Iowa lines spent all of Satur- 
day until a late hour in the evening pouring 
floods of oratory into the ears of the joint 
eommittee on railroads, telling the members 
why the bill should not be passed at this time. 

The last section of the bill providing for the 
immediate application of the law will doubt- 
jess be amended as being impracticable. The 
bill provides that the law shall become ef- 
fective as soon as it has been published in two 
Des Moines newspapers. The railroad rep- 
resentatives realize they cannot prevent the 
passage of the bill, but claim it will be im- 
possible to apply ita provisions until tariffs 
are issued on the new basis, as there is not a 
mileage passenger tariff in effect in the state, 
and it is impracticable to allow the agents to 
figure the basis, as tariffs could be issued be- 
fore all the agents could be instructed. 


Colonist Rates Withheld. 

Owing to thé consideration of the 2 cent 
fare Dilla by the legislatures of the western 
states many of the roads are withhoMing the 
announcement of colonist rates in the spring, 
claiming that a 2 cent passenger rate will 
prevent the roads from attempting any 
colonization along the lines in the northwest. 
This action 10 in face of the ac- 
tivity among the agents of the lines reaching 
into the fertile sections of the sparsely set- 
tled states and the expectancy of a large 
business. 

The Union Pacific, on the other hand, has 
accepted the inevitable and issued ite tariff 
of colonist rates from the Missouri river and 
all points on its lines in Colorado, Nebraska, 
Kansas, and Wyoming to points in Arizona, 
California, Canada, Colorado, Idaho, Mexico, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, 
— Washington, and Wyoming, effective 

from March 1 to April 80. 


Want Rate Advance Delayed. 

Representatives of the Ohio river lines and 
the traffic managers of all manucafturers 
using pig iron willme et tomorrow to discuss 
the recent advance of 20 cents in the rate 
on pig tron north of the Ohio river. The 
larger firms have thousands of tons of iron 
bought at the southern mills on the basis of 
the old rate and an effort will be made to have 
the advance withdrawn until the iron is 
moved. The southern lines withheld the ad- 
vance south of the Ohio until March 1.

Building Commissioner, Roused by 


Censure of Discharged Inspector J. 
T. Gleason, to Appeal to Grand Jury. 


Amgered by criticisms heaped upon his de- 
partment by former Building Inspector John 
T. Gleason, Building Commiseionér Peter 
Bartzen yesterday announced that he would 
start a new graft inquiry tomorrow. He will 
take his evidence before the grand jury and 
State's Attorney Healy, and will ask to have 
Gleason indicted for accepting bribes while 
employed by the city.

“Gleason was discharged from the city 
service for accepting a bribe,” said Bartzen, 
“and now he is trying to stir up something. 
I have enough evidence to have him in- 
dicted, and I’m going to my case 
to State’s Attorney Healy tomorrow. He is 
a grafter, and I am wiiling to put my name 
to that statement any time.” 

Gleason was discharged by the civil serv- 
ice commission on Oct. 18 last after he was 
found guilty of accepting a bribe. 


LOSS OF EYE WORTH $17,000. 


Jury Awards James Barrett That Sum
